2. But let us look a while upon the rule by which men 
reckon, and you ſhall ſee more clearly how bad their 
accompts are. 

I. Some reckon by their age. They account that 
the old muſt needs die before thoſe that are yong ; and 
they reckon that the fewer dayes any one hath ſpent , 
the more he hath to come,and ſo few think of dying ti'l 
they think it cannot be ayoided. Hence it1s that one

11 


whois old ſaith, ſhall never live to ſee an end of theſe - 

troubles. bat you that are young will behold che con- 

cluft -n, :nd perhaps that party drops into the grave in 

his youthful dayes, And he that is young faith, [ heſe 

will be fine things to talk of when we are old; our 

Nephews will wonder when we tell them of ſuch 

ſtrange revolutions, when perhaps the next week he 

is ſent into the place of filence. The'e are they 

that reckoy by ages, and who think when child-hood is 

paſt, that Y-.,uth, Manhood, and gray hairs are all to 

come : But they torget the vulgar proverb , which 

{ome of the Jews elegantly. expreſs, The old Aſs very 

often. carries the skin of the young one to the market. 

Young men muſt nor let their fancy be ſo brisk as 

not to make account that they are but men: And 

what is that ? cMan i like to. vanity, ( ſaith the 

Plalmiſt ) h# dayes are as ' a ſhadow that paſſeth Pal. 144. 4. 

away. | 

. Others reckon by their ſtrength and luſtineſs of 

body, and imagine that their conſtitution is ſo health - 

ful that they are able to wraſtle a'fall with the greateſt 

ſickneſs. Their rule is that the beſt built houle ſhall 

ſtand longelt : a very falſe and deceittul rule ! For una 

{udden we ſee the fire of a feaver will burn up and com- 

ſume the beſt timbred body inthe world. T he flames of 

a Calenture will make him melt away as greaſe, whoſe 

ſtrength 1s as the ſtrength of ſtones, and whoſe flcth is 

like unto braſs, And whocan hinder his ſpirits trom 

catching fire * who knows what vipers he nouriſhes 

within him by his meat and drink, and eſpecially his 

intemperance, which will eat through his own bowels, 

even while his breaſts are full of milk, and his b. nes 

moiſtned with marrow? Fob 1.2 3,24,who knows what 
2 rotteneſs 
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rorteneſs there is at the core of the faireſt fruit 9 and 
who doth not know that the goodlieſt Oaks prove oft- 
times hollow and without heart within ? And there- 
fore let us not ſtay till the Axe be laid ar the root, and 
the ſtroke of ſome terrible diſeaſe teach us ro reckon 
better. 
3. Another ſort reckon by the care they have of 
themſelves. They meaſure their dayes by temperance, 
chaſtity and good ule of their bodies, by-freedom from 
excels and riot, and whatſoeyer might be the matrer and 
occaſion of difeafes, To ſay the truth,theſe men have 
a great many good rules;ex.gr.Too much oy! puts ont the 
Lamp. Spare diet is thegreateſt cordial of nature. Diſcreet 
faſting 1s the beſt Phyſick. But they have one rule which 
ſpoils all : Temperance muſt needs prolong our time. 
The moderate man ſhall have many dayes. Ir is pitty 
ſuch men ſhould never think of the chances, the ſuddain 
accidents, and unexpeRted ſurprizals which yet we have 
many inſtances ofin the world, Plagues and infe&i- 
ons they fay ſooneſt ſeize on the fineſt tempers, peſti- 
lent breaths do ſooneſt choak the pureſt ſpirits. And 
there are ſecret malignant cauſes which are unknown to 
the beſt of natures Secretaries, Yeathe moſt certain 
cures of known diſeaſes have ſometimes proved fatal 
to mens bodies. So Geſneyr reports that one year he 
obſerved, omnes pleuriticos 2 ſefta venaexpiraſſe, that 
all thoſe who were let blood in Plarifies gave up the 
Ghoſt. The opening of a vein which uſeth to give 
the foul breath , proved through the corruption 
of the air ( as he thinks ) to be but the gate of 
death. 
4. Others perhaps do reckon their dayes by their 
| uſefulneſs 
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uſefulneſs and the good which they do in the world. 
There are a great many promiſes made to dutifull and 
obedient perſons, toſuch who are charitable and mer- 
cifull to others, which may make them apt to promiſe 
to themſelves a certainty of long life. R. Nechonia 4 
Jew when his: Schollars asked him on his death-bed 
how he came to live ſo long, He anſwered, 1 yever 
ſought mine own honour by any mans diſerace. 1 newer 
reproached nor curſed my neighbour, and I was a liberal di- 
ſpenſer of my riches to others, ec, alluding it is like to 
thatin Pſa/.34-12,13,14-Who 4s he that would live lons 
and fee many dayes ? let him keep his tongue from evil, 
But though there be ſome truth in this, yer there are 
many exceptions, and ſuch men co count wrong if they 
have no other rule but this. For ſometimes by reaſon 
of one great fin ( as in the caſe of Moſes) ſometimes 

for the ſins of others who diſcern not ſuch Jewels , 
and ſometimes that they may notlive to ſee miſerable 
and evil times which are the puniſhments of fin, the. 
o00d man is taken away. You ſee the dayes of our dear 
Brother are ſummed up, and we are taught to number 
aright by the brevity of his life. Tf the King of ter- 
rors could have been affrighted by piety and uſefulneſs 
to have let his dart faln out of his hand, I had not 

 beennow here, unleſs it had been to bave offered Sa- 
crifices of praiſe for his recovery to health again, 

5. A fifth ſort there are that meaſure their own lives 
by the lives of others;and that not of all gthers neither, 
but of the longeſt livers. They hope to attain to the 
days of the oldeſt man in the Pariſh, and think not that 
they may go away in the company of the youngeſt. 
And eſpecially if they ſee drunkards and ſuch finners 
with gray beards uponred or rotten faces, they think 


C 3 ſurely 
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ſurely that they are many miles off from a grave. I do 
not know whar kind of dotage it is that poſleſles 
mens heaits ; but loit is that though they ſee many 
flowers cropt in their fulleſt beauty ,yet they mind not 
them ſo much, though they be in their own hands, as 
they do the reſt that till Aouriſh in the garden. 
Though a wife be ſnatcht out of mens boſomes, yet 
they think to live and embrace another. Though a 
child be raviſhed out of their arms, yet they think to 
live and get more, as if death muſt be ſo kind as to let 
them grow old, ſeeing he hath devoured their relations 
in their youth. You ſee now the corps of one before 
you that is gathered in the flower of his age; and yet 
which of you1s there that doth not think that he ſhall 
be at the choice of another Miniſter, &rhat he ſhall hear 
him preach a great many Sermons, becauſe ſome in 
the Pariſh are grown ſoold asto have ſeen the Fune- 
rals of three Miniſters beſides this? I wiſh heartily 
men would but a little ponder apon this common mi- 


ſtake, and when they think of the large extent of ſome 


mens lives,they would likewiſe caſt their eyes upon the 
ſhortnels of others,and ſee whether they will not over- 


| balance the former account. 


Sixthiy, Some mens rule is, that all mens dayes are 
numbred by a fatal decree,and therefore they need nor 
number chem, They meaſure their dayes by the ſtars, 
and ferch their rule. from Aſtrology and ſome lecrer 
fate: or rather they do not meaſure them at all, nor 
make any reckoning how they live, whether piouſly or 
wickedly,remperartely or lewdly, thinking that the one 
cannot naturally prolong , nor the other naturally 
ſhorten men dayes. This is the Turkiſh way of ac- 
couiur, who think that eyery mans fortune as they call 


it, 
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it,and the length of his dayes is written in his forehead 
by the Angel that ſtands by when he is born. And {6 
one of them not many years ago when he was hanged 
in the Low-Countreys, pointed to his forehead, as 
though it was his deſtiny and not his fault, A barba- 
rous brutiſh opinion , fit” to nouriſh bloody Souldiers 
and make men deſperate, and was no Queſtion cun- 
ningly deviſed by the Impoſtor to make them fear no 
danger. But whatſoever is determined aboye concer- 
ning our lives, it is plain by Scripture and reaſon rhat 
our wiſdom, care,and good behaviour is required, and 
that by wickedneſs we may cut ſhort thoſe dayes 
which nature hath aſhgned unto them. Though there 
be an appointed time,beyond which we ſhall notgo, 
yet we may nevercome up to that time, but be taken 
- away in the midſt of bur dayes. 

Many ſuch falſe rules there are; but ic is no wonder 
if you do but confider, Firſt what a great love men 
have to this wortd. The pleaſures and fine things 
that tickletheir ſenſes, poſſeſs them with a fond defire 
of long life, that they -may enjoy all the kindnefles 
which the world offers them ; and this moſt ardent de- 
{ire will let them think of nothing elſe but many days 
to entertain her courtſhips, and anſwer her love when 
ſhe ſeems to {mile and look with a pleaſing countenance 

' . upon them. Or if ſhe begin afterwards to frown, they 
are loth to thirfk of death; becauſe they hope to mend 
their fortune,or are wholly unprovide for any better 
company in another world. Facile chedimus quod v0- 
lIumus ;, we would fain live long, and therefore we will 
not be of any other beliet bur that we ſhall. And the 
thoughts of dearh are unwelcome becauſe we love the 
dalliances of the fleſh ſo well, which will certainly by 

| IC 
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it be broken off. This falſe numbring proceeds not ſo - 
much ſrom the weakne's of mens underſtanding, as 
from the wickedneſs of their wills and diſtempered af- 
te&tions. They have no mind that it ſhould be true 
that our dayes may be ſhort , and therefore they will 
think ſo as ieldom as they can, And Secondly, the 
love of our {elves tharis in us, is of no leſs power to 
blind us and make us very fools. This will not let us 
think that we may die preſently, though many others 
do. As whentwo Ships meet at Sea, they that are in 
the one, think that the other ſails exceeding faſt,and 
that chey themſelves go fairly and eaſily, or rather 
ſtand ſtill; even ſoit is in this caie, Though men ſee 
the dayes of another to run away like a Poſt, and fly 
after the manner of a {wift Ship that ſaileth by (as Fob 
ſpeaks) yet they think that chey-themſelves ſcarce ſtir 
at all,and that their time runs on more {lowly,znd they 
ſeem to be now no older nor nearer unto their graves 
then they were ayear or two ago. They feel their 
blood doth dance as pleaſantly rhrough. their veins , 
and the light ſparkles as clearly in their eyes, and their 
fleſh is as warm and moiſt as formerly they uſed, and 
ſo they think their life is no ſhorter then it was, 
becauſe they feel no ſenfible decayes in their nature. 
A third re:ſon of which miſtake is, that the ſhortneſs 
of their thoughts will not let them number arighr. + 
Moſt men look but at @ few things,and thoſe few they 
conſider of by halfs,and that half they ſearch not to the 
bottom,and ſo they miſtake lamentably, and call thoſe 
years which are but dayes, and think they live when 
they lie rotting in their graves. I ccnceit ſuch 
men who ſeldom ſeriouſly think ,. to be like toa 
child that knows not how much twenty is, who ima- 
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ones It is a Number that can ſcarce be told, If they 
think- of living twenty or thirty years, their ſhort. 
thoughts makes them ſeem to be time that will never 
have an end, wherein they may accompliſh all their de- 
fires. And though they know that they may fall far ſhort 
of ſuch an age, yet they only know it,and think no lon- 
oerof it then a little child, with whoſe thoughts the 
next objet runs away. It is one of the great miſchiefs 
of the world that ſo few love to conſider, and of all 
other things they leaſt love to conſider themſelves, and 
of all parts of FM knowledge they leaſt know what 
to do with themſelves, Many can teil what life is, who 
know not how to live ; many that confeſs how ſhort it 
iS, who throw it away :S if they had too much. 

'This miſtakeis of lo evil and d angerous conſequence, 
that we had all need make great ſpeed to corre it, 
Elſe we ſhall begin to think of ! iving when it is too late, 
and ſome will never think of it at all, and rhe beſt will 
cry our,

And thatI may quicken you to reform this errone- 
ous account, Let me give a briet touch upan the ſe- 
cond Obſervation, ang the Lord make 1 it to touch your 
hearts, 

Oar life is but very hort if we take it at the beſt, ſe- Fe er.2 
parate from all cho{e dangers. which are continually 
impendent over us. You all knowrhis, and areapt 


tobe guilty of another miſtake, which is to account 


D this 
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this DoQrine of the brevity of mans life buta dry and 
trite theam ; and therefore belieye it, and be afteRted 
with theſe two things in the text which do point to this 
obſervation, which are all that I (hall mention. 

\ 1. Ourlifeis but dayes. He doth not ſay, Teach us 
to number our years, for it is not ſafe for us to 2ccount 
opon too much, leaſt we ſhould be deceived in our 
computation. Yea Fob faith that man whois born of a - 
woman, is but of few dayes and full of trouble, he 
comes up like a flower, and is cut down ; he fleeth alſo 
as a ſhadow and continueth nor, Fob 14.1, 2. Seneca 
makes the ſame obſervation from his Poet, that I do 
here from the divine Pſalmiſt, 


Optima queque dies miſeris mortalibus avi 


De brev. Prima fu.” 
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He faith not £45, faith he, but des ; he ſpeaks nor 
ofan age but a day, that thy thoughts might not be 
infinite. Why then doſt thou promiſe ro thy ſelf (as 
he goes on) moneths and years, and whatſoever thy 
inordinate defice of lifeliſteth? De die tecum loquitur, 
hoc ipſo fugiente. He ſpeaks to thee of a day, and thar 
is upon the wing too haſting very faſt away. So may I 
ſay, the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks to thee of dayes, it-will not be 
tong ere one Sun be ſer,and then thou lyeſt in the arms 
of the Brotherof death. 1f another day ſhine upon 

, thy head, yet ir flyes likewiſe as an Eagle chat haſteth 
*"*to his prey, and it will be a greater wonder if thou our- 
live all the accidents and dangers of one day, then that 
thon dyeſt and deſcendeſt to thy. grave. Yet ſome of 
the Heathens will not allow us ſnch a large meaſure 
for our lives asa day, nor ſuffer us toaccount above 
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an hour, or a minute, or if there be any thing leſs then 
the leaſt minute, ſuch a diminutive expreſſion hath 
Plutarch ſomewhere concerning it. 9yvd ye m5 56 4F , 
All our life is but a point of time, which Sexecs well in- 
terprets when he ſaith, It is bur a point, yea leſs then 4 quod vi. 
a point that we live, If we believed this, we ſhould nog mw, & 
draw ſo long aline of life as we do in our Phanſie, nor &, %;/%" 
deicr be ſuch a large circle wherein we make a thou- 
ſand 6g:res, and have infinite contrivances as though 
it were without any end, 

2. Our dayes may be numbred, and therefore they 
are but few. It he had ſaid years, yet ſeeing every 
body can count them, we could not juſtly look upon 
them as long, That which every man can reckon is 
but little ; and that is infinite which no man can num- 
ber. As who can tell the dayes. of eternity 2 What 
thought can conceive the duration of God whoever 
was and is and will be + Burt every fool can tell what 
the dayes of man is it he will but ſet his mind to the 
account.. You can-ſay of man no more but that he 
hath been fo many years, and that heis, and no body 
can tell whether he ſhall be. Here you are aca ſtop, 
unleſs you will at random ſpeak of a few dayes that 
perhaps ſhall never come ; or if they do, Moſes dare let 
his pen run no further then eighty year, and-theſe paſs 
away as a tale that is told, Or if you will venture to 
tell by the Son of Sirac7s account; they are but a hun- 
dred, according as you read in Eccleſ. 18. 9, 10. The 
number of mans dayes at the moſt are but an hundred years; 
as a drop of water to the Sea, ard a gravel ſtone in com- 
pariſon of the ſand, (Oo are a thouſand years tothe dayes 
of eternity. 

Which if we did ſeriouſly believe, then firſt we 
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ſhou!d not deſire, love, or deſigs any thing in this 
world, as though we ſhould live tothe years of Merhu- 
ſaleh, or be like £4 elchizedeck, without end of dayes. 
How ſoon might we tell what would content us, if we 
could but tell our dayes aright s what a juſt meaſure 
ſhould we {et t:» all our affections, if we had but 
once mea{ured our time, and drawn it into a narrow 
compaſs ? innumerable deſigns would yaniſh out of 
our minds, even as-a ſhadow doth when the Sun 
ſhrinks in his head, it we did but. look upon our 
ſelves as a {hadow, and ourlives as a vapout that goes 
out of our mouths, And ſecondly, it we did feri- 
ouſly think what a feiv figures will ſerve ronumber 
our years when we have their tot] ſum, and how 
many of them are ſpent before we can do any n:ore 
then a Beaſt, and how many we caſt away without 
contidering, after ve are men, and how many neccla- 
ry refreſhments by meat, and drink, and fleep, will fill 
devour, we would not be to prodigal and laviſh of the 
{mall number that :emains, bur ſave them for good uſes 
and the ſervice of our ſouls. We would never endure 
to be {uch {pend-thrifts of that of which only we can 
be honeſtly covetous, but rate our time at {uch a price, 
that one minute of it wouid ſeem more valuible then all 

the world. | 
The belief of theſe things: that men account 
{o common, that they ſcarce think of them, would 
not ſuffer men to be fo. late before they begin to 
live. They would inſtantly ſtep beyond reſo- 
lution, and labour to do their work, leſt they 
ſhould have no time to do it in. It is a wiſe and 
good ſaying of Senics, Male viwunt qui ſemper vive- 
xe incipiunt. : They never live well, who are always 
be- 
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beginning to live. Yet this is the-ftate of moſt men 
inthe world who are at all awakened, they reſolve to 
live to motrow or the next week, when their buſt- 


neſs is over, and then they reſolve again, and ſet ano- 
ther day, or perhaps they-pray,,/ and read.” and begin 


a better life tor- a few dayes,. at the end of which ſome 
occaſion breaks off all : And then they are to. begin 
again, and new. reſolutions come into their minds; and 
if God be content: to:ſtay their kiſure, a few dayes 
hence, he ſhall. hear: more-of them: As if 'they -had 
their times 1n' their. wn hangs, and could make dearth 
wait upon them: till they thonght good ro cone! to- 
their graves, How ſtrangely do men forget them- 
ſelves 2 how dead do many g904 notions lye in their 
minds 2 one would think they. were in- a-dream';; for 
like mea in aſleep; they: ſay yea; andno-to all the que- 
ſtions we ask,. and: yet rememberinothing tharis ſaid, 
Ask them it their life be ſhort, and their dayes uncer- 
tain;they will fetcha figh;and ſay thar all fleſh is graſs,or 
as the flower of graſs that {oonfadeth away: Ask them 


if they have no work to do, but may take their pleaſure, 


and they lay that all eternity depends: on this:moment; 
that their work is great, and their time js little, and 
their account is dreadful. Ask them if God will 
take the dregs of their time, and be content with the 
bottom of their dayes, and they will judge ir unreaſo- 
able. Yea ask them if it be fit that heſhould let ſuch 
ive that do nothing for him, and they;cannot bur' ſay 
that we kill vermin, caterpillers, and ſuch like things 
that deſtroy Gods Creatures,but bring no good to the 
world, Would you not expect now that they who 
make ſuch acknowledgements, (hovuld be bufie: about 
their ſalvation 4 would you not imagine: that: they 
; D 3 eſteemed 
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eſteemiedtime more then thouſands of gold and filyer £ 
Alas ! their ſenſes are all lockt up, they are faſt aſleep, 
though rhey thus .ſpeak ; not one ſyllable of this 
comes from their hearts, bur they ralk of dying and 
the grave as if they had feen nor thought of either. 
If they had a thouſand yeers ſtill co live in the world, 
they could not be more drouſie about their ſouls, nor 
more expenſive and waſteful of their precious hours, 
then they are.in this ſhort moment of which they talk. 
Awake, 'Awake for the ſake of your poor ſouls, Let 
it feel it ſelf 1 beſeech you, and ſhake off rheſe heavy 
and ſleepy thoughts that hang upon its mind. O let it 
not talk like the ſoul of a bird that prattles according 
as it is taught, bur letit look intoa nay let it reaſon 
with it ſelf about the true number of our dayes, ler it 
ſpeak its ſenſe'to the full, and ſtate things ſo that thou 
mayſt not only reſolve to live, but make account that 
thou muſt either live now or never, for any thing thy 
ſoul can tell, If I could ſee any ſoul looking forth 
our of-its Tomb, and mind lifting up its head, and 
demanding leave of the body that it may live, how 
blefled an hour ſhould I count this! I would reckon 
it among the beſt times of my life, and it would turn 
all my preſent ſorrow into joy, that God hath gor a 
frend when [ loſt one. O let us not wound the air 
with noiſes of death and judgment, and your hearts 
remain inſenſible and uhmoved, Ler us not ſeem 
fools that fill the world with ſounds and clamours, 
which no body heeds or gives ear nn'o, Who do 
we preach unto but mens? what do we preach for, if 
| you will not believe 2 ro what purpoſe do we call 

for belief if you will not confider 2 and how ſhould ir 
come to palſs that a thing of dayly occurrence as death 
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is, ſhonld work no more if men did confider? We could 


find.no worſe entertainment from'a herd of beaſts 


then we do from many men, if we ſhou]d preach unto 
them: And we ſhall be as unſucceſsfull upon incon- 
{iderate men, as upon the Birds that fly over our heads; 
for men that will not conſider, will not be men: 
Therefore I beſeech you reſolve to take things intv 
your more retired thoughts ; and whoſoever he be 
that lays his eyes upon thele Papers, let him well con- 
ſider what 1 have to ſay upon the third Obſervation 
which is chiefly intended, and it is this. 

The right numbring of our dayes is earneſtly and dili- 
gently to be enquired out. It is plain enongh from the 
prayer of this man of God, For his prayer tor learning 
thews that we are highly concerned in the numbring 
of our dayes ; and his prayer to be taught So, ſignifies 
that he defires to be taught as is before expreſſed in the 
Pſalm z or elſe So fignifies right or well without any 
miſtake. For we find the Hebrew word 12 which 1s 


here rendred So, taken for right and well, as Numb: 


27.7. N32 72 &c. right have the daughters of Telo- 
phedad ſpoken, &c. and 2 Kings 7.9. the lepers ſay 
COWP 133812 7 Fe do not well, this day is a j/> of by:

I ſhall ſpare the labonr of giving you reaſons why 
you ſhould fo diligently inquire, ( in hope that yon 
are a little awakened by what hath been ſaid, and in 
fear that I ſhould extend this diſconrfe beyond the 
lengrh 
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length « of a Fea And anſwer tothe. Queſtion as di- 
ſti-Mly as I can with ſome reference, unto what you | 
fiad in this Pialm, 

The word numbring is a word of conſideration, and 
ſignifies a meditating, or caſting in. our mind, a ſerious 
thinking with our, ſelves what our dayes are, and for 
what end and.purpoſe our life is given untq us. Andif 
we would not miſtike in our 2ccounts,of which theres 
ſuch danger, Then 

Let us nupber by ones, Letall our account be pure

.-By. an heart of wiſdom here in the Texr is meant a 
wiſe heart, as an hearr of ſtone or fleſh, ſignifies an hard 
or ſoft heart. And'itismadeup of theſe things: 
Fir, 'Wemuſtbring a ſerious heart: for a ſpirit that

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is vain and trifling thatadts like one 1n jeſt, cannot be 
wiſe. We muſt all labour to take off thatlightneſs and 
giddineſs that agirates our ſpirits, and to bring our ſouls 
to ſome compoſure and ſettlement-bya reverence unto- 
God , yea andunto our ſelves. We muſt reſolve to 
be in good earneſt about our ſalvation, and to prefer 
this art of numbring our days aright,before all the fan- 
cies of -riches and pleaſures, and ſuch like things that 
are apt to toſs. and whirl our minds -we know not whi- 
ther. | 
Secondly, We muſt bring conſidering hearts. For 
he will never number & caſt accounts well, whoſe mind 
is not fixed, and. whoſe thoughts cannot pur things to- 
ether, We many times think, but we do not confider. 
Ter ns therefore raiſe obſervations anto our ſelves, and 
let us weigh them, and give them their due value: ler 
us conſider which is more,and which is leſs inall things; 
Jet us balance things in our thoughts, and well mind 
what equality and what diiproportion there is between 
them. Say, Is not afoul like tolivelonger then a bo- 
dy 2 Had I not mare need tell its dayes, and take care 
of it, then labour thus about a dying thing?

But Ineed 
not teach a ſerious man/to conſider: And/Þ need nortell 
you that an heart,that minds nothing, thatlayes nothing 
( as-we ſay ) to heart muſt needs be ignorant and bruit-: 
ſhin its knowledge. . And therefore this is a'pieceof 
wiſdom acceptable to God to-labour inigood ſadneſs to- 
take things.into our thoughtsill our hearrs be touched 
by chem. - We are gone agreat way to learn any thing 


of God,and particularly this greatbuſinefs how to live; 
when: we are once made inquilitive.and:thoughtfull in a 
{erious ſober manner.. |

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Thirdly, A wiſe heart is ſuch an one as deſigns ſome- 
thing to it ſelf, and intends to improve the knowledge 
it gets to ſome purpoſe. The heart of a fool looks no 
further then the beginning of a thing, and thinks not of 
what ſhall follow : and therefore we muſt bring ſuch a 
ſerious diſpoſition as is determined to deduce ſome good 
out of every thing that is propounded toour confidera- 
tion. Many truths lie by men, bur chey cannot be ſaid 
properly to know and skill them, becauſe they are con- 
rented with the bare notion of them. They know the 
number of their dayes, the ſhortneſs of their lives, and 
the reſt that 1 have ſaid: but they make nouſe of ir at all: 
is as meer a ſpeculation as thar twenty and fourty make 
ſixty , or the like. And therefore we muſt not only 


number and tell how ſhort ttiey are, and whither they 


are running , and whar uſe they are for ; but we muſt 
conclude in ſome reſoiution, and fer down ſomething 
chat reſulrs from the whole account for the good of our 
ſouls. All theſe things arebut means to ſomething elſe; 
reading, praying. conſidering andexamination are bit 
che beginnings of Religion , not rhe end; rhey are the 
way only.: and therefore we muſt not reſt in them, bur 
tet our ſouls go further, till we are carried ro ſomething 
elſe by them. As when we account but one day to our 
life, when wetell ſo many evil days if we live long, &c. 
We mult ask our fouls, What then willyou do ? Caft 
inyour minds and ſpeak, what courſe do you mean to 


take? And by ſuch-like Queſtions bring your work to 


ſome good iſlue. 'And 
Fourthly, A truly wiſe heart is that which deſigns 
holine(s,ro-be like ro:God, and eternally ro enjoy im, 
For the fear of the' Lord, that is wiſdom : and to de- 
part from evil, that is underſtanding, Job 28. ult. And, 
this therefore is it. we-muſt intend, tothis iſſue we muſt 
pe H 3 bring: 
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bring out ſouls, and if we do conſider and contrive this 
heartily , then we may be encouraged to pray to God, 
that we may know how to take the right meaſure of our 
dayes. . We may ſay to him, Lord teach me what m 
life is, for elſe I am afraid I ſhall not live, Lord affe& 
me with the ſhortneſs of my time, for elſe Iam in dan- 

er. to want thy ſelf: and theeiris that I ſeek : thou 
ſnoweſt it is the deſire of my ſoul to be godly 
I am reſolved it ſhall be my work and employ- 
ment inthe world, that I may be friends with thee and 
therefore - teach meſo to ule my dayes, that I may not 
loſe both them and thee. God cannot reſiſt ſuch im- 
portunate and unfeigned deſires. He ſeeks ſuch Scho- 
lars as hayea mind to learn, and he will teach them to 
makea right uſe of what I-have ſaid. 

Whar Uſe ſhould that be may ſome ſay * What will 

a pious mind, and praying heart learn from hence? 1 
will tellyou, how it will ſhape 1ts life according to this 
reckoning which I have made, and thereby briefly ſug- 
geſt many good Rules of life unto you. 
A wiſe man willlearn to be d/zgent, becauſe the time 
is ſhort, To be watchfull and alway prepared , becauſe 
the end may be ſudden 1n every moment. To be fear - 
fall of fin , becauſe the anger of God. cuts ſinners off 
in the midſt. To think much of time, becauſe it paſ- 
ſeth moſt ſwiftly when we think of ſomething elſe. 7s 
remember our Creator betimes , becauſe evil dayes will 
come wherein nothing elle will pleaſe us. To do good, 
becauſe that is the work of life. | To.werk togerber with 
Ged,, and zealonſly improve. opportunities, becauſe all 
times ate not alike. To: be. very £xat? 12 gur. attions, 
becauſe they muſt ſtand upon Record to Eternity. T9 
renounce unto all unneceſſary things, becauſe we may 
have no time nor leiſure for them. To ſeek - firſt the 
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Kingdom of God, becauſe that is the only thing we ate 
ſure to attain. To die darly, becauſe death makes the 
beſt and trueft reckoning. To ve conſtant in ſelf-exa- 
mination, becauſe this day may be our laſt, Ts 160) 
back to onr beginning: becauſe the more we have lived, 
the leſs we have to live. In aword,A wiſe heart will 
learn to be a very good Husband of its time , and make 
it ſerve the moſt noble defign. And he'is a wiſe man 
indeed that of a few days can make an eternal advantage, 
by the improvement of a ſhort life gain endleſs felici- 
ties. He would be accounted 4 wife man, who had an 
' art by a penny ina little ſpace of time to raiſe an eſtate of 
many thouſand pounds. Bur heis far wiſer, and hath 
| a greater reach, who by the good uſe of this moment; 
obtains the inheritance of Angels, yea of the Son of 
God, gers poſleſſion of the ever-living Good,and ſettles 
himfelf in the joyes of anever-dying life. - 

Let me conclude with a brief Exhortation to you in 
the words of the Text, as they lie in our Tranſlation. 
Pray unto God earneſtly thathe would: fo_7each you, to 
number your "dayes , that you may apply your hearts un- 
ts wiſdem. Do you ſerionfly endeavour , and then 
intreat of him to give you fuch an effeQual. grace, that 
there may ſome. good ariſe to you out of your labour, 
Pray till you feel your bieart inclining;.unto wiſdom, til 
ir apply it ſetfrounderſtanding, 7:l you ſeek for it as for 
fulwver , and dig for it as for bid treaſure. | Never leave 
'importuning the' Father of mercies thrqugh Chriſt the 
witdom, of the” Father , till you be made” Wiſe unto 
 _'Lerus never ceaſe mimbtring, and taking every con- 

- fideration ſeveral by it ſelf, and beſeeching God tg im-

which he loves, and follow the thing that good is, and 
altogether become of the ſame mind with him. Let us 
number and pray till we find theſe conſiderations taking 
down the heights of Pride,and the hears of luſt, the huge 
deſires of a coveteous mind, and the humorous defires 
of a fond fancy , till we find them quieting our paſſions, 
moderating our afteQions, and bringing our wils to the 
meaſures of, God : till we have founda place in another 
Countrey,a Kingdom that cannot be ſhaken , a houſe 
not made with hands, eternal in the Heavens : ti|l we can 
live as well in poverty as inriches ; in hardſhip as in ſoft 
enjoyments, without diſtruſt or envy, without fear or 
cares, without perplexed or careleſs thoughts; in ſhort,till 
we haye learned tolive the life of Men, and the life of 
Chiriſtians: till we make God our only joy,and love onr 
Neighbours as our ſelves, and look death in the face as 
a friend, | 

Let, us every day call our ſelves to an account, and 
think that we have one day leſs to live,and one day more 
to reckon for. Weevery day make our account greater, 
and have leſs time to make it in, and therefore let us 
make it alwayesas we goalong. And ſuppoſe (my Bre- 
thren'). that God ſhould come'this night and ſay to any 
one of us, as he did to Belſha{Fer, by a hand writing on 
the Wall in the Chaldee rongue, Mene, wene, it is num- 
bred, it is numbred, ( which Daniel applies to his King- 
dom, ) thy dayes aae told: God hath counted them up 
and finiſhed them : thou ſhalt not live to ſee a mor- 
row. Are thy accounts and Gods even ? do they not 


differ very much? doſt not-thou reckon for agreat ma- 


ny years longer ? and ſhall he not cut them ſhort in the 
midit of thoſe dayes, which thou haſt told out for thy 
ſelf ? doſt thou not tell twenty when he tells but one 


or 
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ornot ſo much ? Are not thy thoughts a huge way off 
from eternity ? haſt thou not moſt of thy great work 
todo ? art thou not inthe midſt of adefign , as building 
an houſe, or the like, while thy ſoul lies in its ruines and; 
rubbiſh 2 If rhey be nor the ſame, if thy reckoning do 
not agree with his, then it will make thee ſhake and 
tremble as it did him, to ſee thy ſelf ſo much miſtaken 
inthy numbring, to behold ſo much of thine account 
ſtricken off by the hand of God ; ſo many of the 
daies which thou reckonedſt wiped quite out of the 

Book of the Living.

in our awn. And therefore it was his endeavour to un- 
derſtand | well the grounds of ;godlineſs, and to ſctle 
thoſe Foundations.on which a ſoul might rely;. and ha- 
ving overcome the crudities of other knowledge, and 
arrived to ſome ſtrength, his next care was to ſtudy 
that learned Ignorance. (that a. great Maſter comen- 
ded) To be willing not to know thoſe things which our ſu- 
pream IM aſter is not pleaſed toteachns,. .__ - 

Then as ſoon as he was fit he. ſhould appear in the 
- Pulpix, he was preſently famed for an excellent Prea+ 
cher; And he drew not only the common people af- 
ter him, but the moſt learned.cars were chained to his 
tongue. I ſhall never forget with what a -becomming 
boldneſs, and madeſt gravity. above his years, he prea- 
ched at St. A aries before the Univerſity, when he was 
appointed among others .to be of a'Combination be- 
fore the ordinary time,by anew order from the higher 
Powers: A Sermon, I accounted it ,, of ſelf-denial, 
though his ſpeech was nor of that ſubjeR, becauſe is 
was ſo hearty, plain, and ſearching, and ſtripped of all 

thoſe Ornaments which young men love to dreſs and 
trim their diſcourſes withal. ag - 

Nox long after, he undertook to preach conſtantly 
in the afternoons at a Church belonging tothe Col- 
$:. Butelphs. ledge, which I may ſay he did freely ; forthe ſtipend 
amounteth not to much above the wages of an ordina- 
ry ſervantin one of your Houſes. There might you 
haye ſcen.a great throng of pions Scholars and people 
hangingupon his lips, many of which deſired ncarer 
_ acquaintance with him,and uſed to frequenthis cham- 
berfor advice and counſel. There, me thought, he 
was in his Kingdom, hedid ſo reign and domineer..( as 
ir 
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it were) over the minds and hearts of his Auditors, ' 
whoc ould not but attend unto him. And yet notwith- 
ſtanding, he did not negled the charge which he had 
likewiſe undertook of many Popils ; but they thrived, 
ſo well under the wings of his care and great love (a 

thing for which he was noted) that ſeveral of them are 
now fellows of the Houſe. And really, in the mana», 
ging of all theſe affairs, he ſo oui-ſtripped his years, 
that it might have been an argument ( had not our ris 539 
eyes been blind with love ) that he was old already, _— 
his manner being ſo gray-headed in his youth. He did. Greg. xyg: 
not grow. up by degrees as we do, bur all on a ſuddain de Bu 
me-thought he wasa man. He acted and preachcd, 
when his hotteſt blood boiled in his veins, as men do 
in theircoole age, with great ſcriouſnels, gravity, and, 
a certain maje{iick humilicy which commanded reve- 
rence to his youth. Iris no wonder therefore that God 
hath gathered him ſo ſoon, ſeeing he brought forth fruit 
ſo early, and was ripe when othes begin t, to bloom, or 
but to put fortha tender bud, He had run half of his 
courſe, and ſeemed to be in-his Meridian, when it was 
bur day- -brcak with us his Contemporaries, and we did 
but begin to peep above the Horizon with a timorous 
light. And: beſides, this is not to be forgotten, thar 
though he was of exccllent good learning, and had all 
this work to do, yet he lived not al-vay among his 
Books, which 1s to die among the living, and to live a- 
mong t the dead; adying to all, and perhaps nor a living 
to a mas (elf,  . Bur he was exceeding free to all good 
converſe ,. and let his Fricnds enjoy ſo much of him; 
that ſometimes he could ſcarce enjoy himſelf', but 
only in them, Yea, I doubt that he was better to chem 
thento himſclf, and diſrc garded his own health to ſa- 
tiSfie their defircs. The Arabick Proverb i is, S/ ami- 
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cus turns fit mel, ne comedas totum : If thy Friend be 
Honey, do not eat him allup. I wiſh thatir had been 
known more familiarly in England, for I fear the ſweet- 
neſſe of his ſociety did tempt his friends ro devoure 
him among them. 

After he had bcen in Cambriage betweea a eleven and 
twelve years, and had preached movch both there and 
in the Country, the Providence of God fo ordered it, 
that coming to Londen about three year and a half ago, 
upon another occaſion, he was deſired to preachin this 
place, and inſtantly was choſen ro be Paſtor of this 
Congregation, I remember that he was not received 
with leſs j»y,then now he is carried forth with ſorrow. 
Nor was he lcſs eſteemed, as far as I can hear, in other 
places of the City , then in this Pariſh, who I know 
had a very great afſeRionto him, His Brethren in the 
Minitry did highly value (as I have heard from ſome 
of them), his excellent endowments, and looked upon 
him as one like co be very inftrumental in the werk of 
the Lord. And fol hope he hath been ; for you have 
fully known his DodFrine, his manner of I'fe, bis purpoſe, 
Faith and Charity, 2s the Apoſtte faith concerning him- 
ſelf ro Timothy, 2 Epift. 3.10. I will but remember 
you a liccle of the firſt, vs. his DoRrine and ſpeech, 
for by that you may judge of the reſt, it being accor- 
ding to the ancient ſaying, The Charatfer of a man, and. 
the Image of his life. | 

His Sexmons were ſtings, rather then words: They 


were ime ſigh, winged words ina diviner ſenſe , for 


they were the Arrows of the Almighty, ſhot witha 
ſtrong arm inzo mens hearts, is Diſcourſes were ſo 
rational and demonſtrative,that they were able to con- 
vert an Achgiſt, ro.the Faith: So clear and full of lighr, 


thac they might turn.che moſt ignorant foul OE 
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dome. So awakening and lively they were, that it will 
bea wonder if he have left one ſoul afleep among you. 
| Ho perſwaſive and moving, that they might charmthe 
Cup out of the hand of the Drunkard, and emtice a ſin- 
ner out of the moſt delicate embraces. So cordial like- 
wiſe and reviving, thar if any perfons droop who heard 
him, they never drank them down, but only lickt the 
glaſs. So conſiderate and digeſted , that as he beat 
down confidence in mans proper ſtrength, fo he rouzed 
them from their lazineſs, and anidle indifferency abour 
their ſouls. So diſcreet and fervent, that as he affright- 
ed cold formality, ſo he rempered zeal, that ic might 
not be frighted out of its wits. And as the Apoſtle 
hath married Truth ro Charity, ſo he endeavoured to 
keept his bond inviolable, that they might never be di- Far hls de-. 
vorced either in his heart or word. But the Text upon Fs 
which he preached the laſt Commencement before the 
Univerſity was his conſtant practice, Speaking the trath Ph 4-15, 
in love, He was a Preacher indeed, that fought ro 
find our acceptable words, and written upright, even 
words of truth; as the great Preacher ſpeaks, Ecclef. 
12.0. And whereas there are roo many Sermons that 
are full of words without matcer, and not a'few that 
have excellent matter without words, to {et it off, and 
convey it mro mens minds; God had given him an 
excellent faculty to dive into the bottom of the truth, 
and then to adorn-it with-ſuch good and rich expreſſi- 
ons, that it: ſhould loſe nothing for want of one to 
commend it. There was aſweer vein of Eloquence thar 
ran through his reaſcn, His Arguments were intcriaced 
- with handſome illuſtrations. Aad after he had drawn 
the picture of the truth he intended torepreſent, he had -f 
the art to/hang itn aconvenient light, ſo that it ſhould

And I may coinpare a mind which ſpeaks 
hb without any underſtanding, to the motion of a Puppet 
that frisks and skips moſt nimbly, bur hath no foul 
within, But he of whom I ſpeak was not frozen and be- 
nummed, {o that his mind could n:tfl.»w forth, neither 
had he a flood of words, anda drop of ſenſe, bur he 
raptaway his Auditors with a double torrent of Rhe- 
rorick and reaſon ſweetly mixt rogzther, Andrruly,if 
a Divine could ſtir up all kind of «sf. tions and ipaſ> 
ftons by his Sermons, as well as a Comedian can do 
by a play, yet unleſs there be a ſound and ſubſtantial 
truth at che bottom, they will be bur like theſcorch- 
ing flames/in ſtraw, which will quickly expire for want 
of -ſomething to fomentand feed them. : It is poſſible

Fourthly, God was pleaſed to bleſs him with a qui- 
etneſs and peace in. his Conſcience.
